Here’s a small list of people 
whom Sasami Ashworth is not: Mitski, 
Japanese Breakfast’s Michelle Zauner, 
Yaeji, Jay Som’s Melina Duterte, or any 
other Asian-American woman making 
music that could presumably be de- 
scribed as indie-rock. Not that her indi- 
vidual character hasn’t stopped 
conflations from being made — and 
Asian-American representation in indie 
music is no doubt a subject worth dis- 
cussing — but the wide-brush approach 
is starting to wear. 

Granted, Ashworth, Mitski, and 
Zauner are friends and former tour- 
mates. 

“We're happy to be each other’s 
rocks and friends and confidantes. It 
has nothing to do with our music,” 
Ashworth says. “It’s definitely annoy- 
ing when we get musically compared 
to each other when our music doesn’t 
really sound the same. But at the same 
time, I’m not going to not be friends 
with someone because people are too 
ignorant and lazy to listen to the dif- 
ferences in our music.” 

So here goes: Ashworth’s music is 
less dream pop-y than Zauner’s and 
more synth-driven than Mitski’s. Lyri- 


cally, Mitski is the most direct. Neither 
she nor Ashworth share Zauner’s fixa- 
tion on outer space as metaphor — or 
her unabashed penchant for Autotune. 
Mitski errs on the side of sparseness, 
Zauner on that of straight-up disco, 
Ashworth on the meditative. Los Ange- 
les’ musical community and character 
deeply inform Ashworth’s music, to 
which Mitski, a Japanese-born New 
Yorker, and the native-Philadelphian 
Zauner can't relate. 

Now that that’s out of the way, back 
to Ashworth — just Ashworth. 

Born in New York and raised in El 
Segundo — the family relocated to be 
closer to her paternal grandparents 
— Ashworth grew up playing classical 
music. There were a few guitar lessons 
mixed in, and she vaguely remembers 
learning the Richard Berry-penned 
blues standard “Louie Louie” around 
age 10. She picked up the French horn 
in middle school and never put it down 
(just watch her music video for “Not 
the Time” if you don't believe it). Ei- 
ther for balance or for fun, she grew up 
going to standard-issue rock shows at 
the Troubadour and still-going-strong 
legendary DIY venue The Smell. 

The French horn turned out to be 
more useful than it might initially 
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appear. During high school, Ashworth 
lent her talents to Darren Weiss’ PAPA 
project at a friend’s suggestion. She 
ended up in “some dude’s dad’s attic” 
in the San Fernando Valley, left to her 
own devices to write the French horn 
part. It was a significant change on 
multiple counts. 

“T don’t think I had ever been in a 
studio before,” she says. “I came from 
a background where I had sheet music 
and I played exactly what’s on the 
sheet music. You're really just playing 
exactly what you're told, exactly how 
you re supposed to play it, in tune, 
when you're supposed to play it.” 

Not that she left the studio and 
immediately abandoned classical music 
for an electric guitar. But she enrolled 
in the Eastman School of Music in 
Rochester, N.Y., composed film scores, 
and wrote music for commercials. In 
2015, she joined Clementine Creevy’s 
garage-rock project Cherry Glazerr on 
keys. She spent her downtime on the 
road writing songs, not necessarily 
with the intention of writing an album. 
Within seven months, she had six 
songs she was pleased with. 

“T was like, ‘Maybe I should just 
keep writing until I have an album,’ It 
took me over half a year of starting to 


write songs to realize that was even 
possible,” she recalls. “At a certain 
point I said, ‘’m doing this. I’m going 
to fucking finish it and make an al- 
bum.” 

She dove into what would even- 
tually become SASAMI with all the 
conviction that that statement entails. 
Every penny went into studio time 
and student loans; she crashed at her 
parents’ houses and couch-surfed to 
avoid paying rent. She enlisted talent- 
ed friends — including Soko, Beach 
Fossils frontman Dustin Payseur, and 
Devendra Banhart — for the backing 
vocals, and her youngest brother Joo- 
joo to play some of the guitar parts. 

She and Joojoo “were just far apart 
enough in age that we never hung out. 
I was his older weird sister and he was 
my younger loser brother,’ Ashworth 
says. 

Obviously, their relationship has 
since changed. Toward the end of the 
recording process, though, she had a 
hard time letting go. 

“T was getting pre-postpartum de- 
pression because I didn’t want to finish 
it,” she says. 

In the end, she whittled SASAMI’s 
tracklist down from 14 songs to 10, 
each spacious cut imbued with a down- 
tempo poetic sensibility reminiscent 
of Slowdive, Cocteau Twins, and, 
occasionally, the mellower side of Spir- 
itualized. 

By her own admission, SASAMI is 
a deeply personal record. Following its 
release, she tweeted a note of thanks 
to fans who had said they connected 
with her music — music she claimed 
came from a “very emotionally 
self-serving place. 

“T was just making messages about 
myself, but then so many people have 
responded that they feel it describes 
something that they’re going through 
so accurately. It makes me think, “Wow, 
we re all so similar,” she says. 

Still, it’s likely that she anticipated 
this reaction — even if only subcon- 
sciously. After all, SASAMI closes with 
Ashworth intoning, “Thought I was 
the only one / Turned out I was every- 
one,’ over a simple guitar lick and airy 
drums. 

Based on people’s reactions, she 
isn’t wrong.

“For the past few years, during 
a warm summer weekend, I’ve been a 
victim of ahome invasion,” Jean Barish 
said at a Board of Supervisors meeting. 
“No, men in ski masks didn’t break into 
my home and terrorize me; it was an in- 
vasion from Another Planet. In a word, it 
was awful.” 

The subject of the hearing was Out- 
side Lands, the music-and-art festival 
that shuts down much of Golden Gate 
Park for a week every August. Specifi- 
cally, the city weighed whether or not 
to renew its 10-year permit and wheth- 
er to exempt the festival from the 
California Environmental Quality Act 
(CEQA). Consequently, it drew a slew 
of irate residents of the western edge 
of San Francisco to City Hall Tuesday, 
many of whom have long complained 
about the house-shaking music that 
emerges from the stages. 

But their protests fell on deaf 
ears. After a 90-minute hearing, the 
Supervisors voted to renew the music 
festival’s 10-year permit without any 
additional requirements for mitigating 
sound. 

Last year, noise complaints over 
the festival rose 400 percent. Some 
190 people logged 245 complaints in 
all, from residences as distant as three 
miles away from the park. That was 
something of an anomaly. Since 2011, 
complaints over late-night bass have 
largely dropped year over year, going 
from 384 in 2011 to only 47 in 2016. 
(And while the definition of “late- 
night” is highly subjective, Outside 
Lands wraps up by 10 p.m. on Friday 
and Saturday, and 9 p.m. on Sunday.) 

In the past two years, though, 
complaints have started to rise again. 
Whether this is due to higher decibel 
levels or lower tolerance thresholds is 
hard to say, but when Outside Lands 
appealed to the city to renew its 10- 
year permit — which expires in 2021 
— some residents saw it as a key mo- 
ment to demand that with the permit 
renewal come a standardized decibel 
limit, required under CEQA. 

“2018 was a mess,” said Richard 
Drury, an attorney hired by a handful 
of residents from the avenues. “There 
was a 400-percent spike in noise com- 


plaints ... from 50 complaints to 
more than 200. But Outside Lands 
didn’t violate anything because 
there was nothing to violate. All 
we re saying is there has to bea 
number. 

“At 165 decibels, your ears ex- 
plode. It probably ought to be lower 
than that,” he added. 

A proper CEQA analysis using 
outside sound technicians, Drury 
argues, could be done before the 
Outside Lands contract was re- 
newed. 

Regardless of how you feel 
about Outside Lands, Drury made 
a good argument. Just across the 
park is Sharon Meadows, which 
does have a decibel limit. The 
Recreation and Parks Commission 
required one in the wake of a series 
of frequent concerts — after all, 
it is right next to Hippie Hill and 
was the epicenter of the Summer 
of Love. 

But Outside Lands comes 
around only once a year, and while 
noise complaints have risen recent- 
ly, they’re not going ignored. No 
one from Another Planet spoke at 
the hearing, but Dana Ketcham, 
director of permits and property 
management at the San Francisco 
Recreation and Parks Department, 
described the on-the-ground efforts 
made every year to manage the decibel 
levels. 

First, any Outside Lands com- 
plaints are funneled into a call center. 
If they’re noise-related, they’re imme- 
diately transferred to a dispatcher, who 
alerts park rangers and sound techni- 
cians planted throughout the Sunset 
and Richmond. They respond to the 
complainant’s location, measure the 
sound levels, and report them to the 
sound board to make adjustments. 

Ketcham acknowledges that in 
2018 “there was a blip, and we were 
trying really hard to figure out what 
was going on and keep sound down.” 
They were partly successful; while 118 
complaints rolled in on Friday, only 31 
were reported on Sunday. 

Out of concern that the noise com- 
plaints would threaten Outside Lands’ 
permit, more than a dozen supporters 
of the festival showed up to City Hall 
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to speak on the record, from Poolside 
frontman Jeffrey Paradise to Walker 
Allen, a Cole Valley resident and owner 
of the wine bar Press Club. 

“This noise is part of the culture 
that enriches the city. It is part of why 
I live here,” Allen argued. “I would ar- 
gue that this very grit and soul is why 
we all put up with living here.” 

Sunset business owners also spoke 
up. Dave Muller, who owns the popular 
restaurant Outerlands, pointed out 
that “urban living has a lot of noise, in 
general. The Outer Sunset is blessed 
with being quiet most of the year, but 
I would say things like Fleet Week is 
painful and terrifying in a way that 
Outside Lands has never been to my 
children,” he said. 

Several union workers, who make 
up the more than 700 staff employed 
to build and break down the festival’s 
infrastructure each year, also spoke on 
the record, stating that Another Planet 
was a stand-up employer who support- 


ed the local economy. 

Drury argued that his clients’ goal 
to have a CEQA process and a sound 
limit would not limit the existence of 
the festival. 

“T think it would address the com- 
munity’s concerns, Outside Lands can 
participate, the staff can participate, 
and we have a legally enforceable miti- 
gation plan,” he said. 

But in the end, the supervisors vot- 
ed unanimously to support the 10-year 
extension of the festival, while ruling 
it was still exempt from the CEQA pro- 
cess — a decision the city’s Planning 
Department reached weeks ago. 

“Given the limited duration, the 
increased noise is not considered 
substantial under CEQA,” they stated. 
“This duration [three days annually] of 
increased noise levels is considered to 
be a level of noise increase that rises 
to annoyance, but it is not considered 
a substantial increase in the ambient 
noise for CEQA purposes.”

“T think that for those of us who live 
there — and I live eight homes from 
Golden Gate Park — that we under- 
stand the compromise we are making 
so that people from all over the world 
and San Franciscans can listen to 
world-class music in a world-class city,” 
Supervisor Sandra Lee Fewer said. 

But the sleepless, noise-tormented 
residents who are demanding a decibel 
limit haven’t given up quite yet. An- 
drew Solow says he’s considering suing 
— though the decision has to be made 
fast, in the next 30 days. 

“We think the board made a mis- 
take,” Drury told SF Weekly after the 
vote. “There really needs to be an 
enforceable noise limit for Outside 
Lands, just as there is for Sharon 
Meadows. We shouldn’t be treated 
any differently. People who live in the 
west end of the park are entitled to the 
same rights as the people who live on 
the east end.” 
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Count Me In

For every road repaved, school 
built, and Medicare payout allocated, the 
Census was there, with numbers to justify 
the federal funding. 

Per the Constitution, every single 
person in the United States must be 
counted each decade to apportion 
Congressional seats, something that 
informs every facet of life under the 
government’s purview. With more than 
327 million people in the country, it’s a 
massive undertaking that requires in- 
tensive planning, debates around which 
questions to ask, and field work in the 
years between. The Census Bureau es- 
timates a total cost of $15.6 billion for 
next year’s count. 

California, like other states, started 
the arduous process of reaching out 
to its various populations well before 
the Census postcards are sent out in 
March 2020. But the Golden State is 
home to 10 of the 50 counties nation- 
wide that are considered the hardest to 
count — among them Fresno, Alameda, 
Sacramento, and San Francisco. Factors 
range from non-U.S.-born residents, 
the number of renters, people without 
broadband internet, those near or un- 
der the poverty line, and children under 
five years old. 

San Francisco's Office of Civic 
Engagement and Immigrant Affairs 
Executive Director Adrienne Pon told 
supervisors at a Census hearing in Feb- 
ruary that a quarter of the city’s popu- 
lation is vulnerable to an undercount, 
translating to more than $4 billion lost 
in federal funding over the next decade. 
According to a California Census study, 
Los Angeles County, ranked the nation’s 
hardest to count, is estimated to have 
missed $650 million in federal funding 
between 2002 and 2010. 

California is eager to prevent fund- 
ing losses from further undercounts. 
Last year, its Census office held two 
dozen gatherings to assess statewide 
readiness, launch quarterly committees, 
and consult with tribal governments. 
It’s in the process of funding 10 region- 
al and 13 statewide organizations, in- 
cluding United Way of the Bay Area and 
Asian Americans Advancing Justice. 

“We've started early and are com- 
mitting more resources than any 
other state on a robust outreach and 
engagement effort to reach all Califor- 
nians,” said Ditas Katague, director of 
California Complete Count for Census 
2020. “Our collaborative partnerships 
throughout the state will make a differ- 


ence in 2020, which may be the most 
difficult Census count yet for Califor- 
nia.” 

That job may be made more diff- 
cult yet next year. In March 2018, the 
Trump administration announced it 
would add a question of citizenship to 
the 2020 Census, which was last asked 
in 1950. 

A coalition of lawsuits followed, 
including from California, which called 
it unconstitutional. By including that 
question, California argues, fearful 
immigrants may be significantly less 
likely to participate, and that will lead 
to an inaccurate head count and fewer 
federal funds. The Supreme Court is 
expected to hear the issue in April, but 
the Census Bureau director, Steven Dil- 
lingham, told NPR on Monday his staff 
must remain “totally objective” about 
the question. 

In the wake of negative coverage 
around the citizenship question, cam- 
paigns to encourage participation so 
as to prevent erasure are all the more 
high-stakes for 2020. 

Due to a sizable migration of resi- 
dents to states with a lower cost of liv- 
ing, California could lose a House seat 
for the first time in its history. (It cur- 
rently has 53, considerably more than 
second-place Texas’ 38.) This will also 
be the first Census allowing households 
to fill out the questionnaire online — 
although last June, a Bureau report 
identified more than 3,000 security 
weaknesses in the IT systems. 

On Monday, civil rights groups 
such as Color of Change renewed calls 
for a fair and accurate count, in a “Na- 
tional Census Day of Action.” As part 
of their Census campaign, Grantmak- 
ers Concerned with Immigrants and 
Refugees also allocated $9.9 million 
for philanthropic investments tied 
to outreach and advocacy in hard-to- 
count regions like the Bay Area. 

San Francisco already budgeted $2 
million for the 2020 outreach effort, 
which will ramp up in July. It will also 
assemble a Complete Count Commit- 
tee by April, and open an assistance 
center later this year. And we have a 
history of success: San Francisco was 
the only county in California where 
participation rates didn’t fall in 2010 
compared to 2000 despite massive 
budget cuts — due largely to local 
funding and grassroots outreach. 

The city’s Board of Supervisors is 
ready to work. 

“Given our city’s population 
growth since 2010 and the racist, 
sexist, and anti-immigrant rants from 
the White House, it is imperative that 
our San Francisco 2020 census count 
is accurate and gives voice to each of 
our residents,” said Supervisor Sandra 
Lee Fewer at the Census hearing in 
February. 

If you thought local election cam- 
paigns went overboard, just get ready 
for the 2020 Census. 


We Got Five on It

With the Giants home opener 
coming up on Friday, it’s high time to re- 
visit how the celebratory gesture of the 
“high five” was invented by two San 
Francisco baseball giants. One was 
Dusty Baker, the lovable former Giants’ 
manager who took the team to the 
World Series in 2002. 

The other was an Oakland native 
who attended Berkeley High, al- 
legedly the first gay player in Major 
League Baseball to come out to his 
teammates. That was Glenn Burke, 
who tells this fascinating story in 
his 1995 deathbed autobiography 
Out at Home: The True Story of Glenn 
Burke, Baseball's First Openly Gay 
Player, available for a mere $4.99 on 
Amazon Kindle. 

Burke and Baker invented the 
high five on Oct. 2, 1977, but they 
were not San Francisco Giants — 
both played for the rival Los Ange- 
les Dodgers. 





It was the final day of the 1977 
regular season, and the Dodgers 
were on the verge of a historic re- 
cord. It was the first time that four 
different players on the same team 
had all hit 30 home runs (a feat since 
duplicated at least a dozen times in 
the steroid era). 

It was a big deal back then, 
though, made more dramatic be- 
cause Dusty Baker hit that 30th 
home run in his final at-bat of the 
regular season. Glenn Burke was 
on deck to hit next, and threw his 
arm up to celebrate with Dusty, not 
knowing he was creating one of the 
great cultural sensations of the 20th 
century. 

“Nobody had ever seen the high- 
five before,” Burke recalls in his 
autobiography. “I just put my hand 
up there.” 

Baker confirms this account in 
the delightful ten-minute documen- 
tary The High Five, available for free 
on ESPN.com. “All I did was respond 
to Glenn,” Baker laughs, recalling 
the awkward, impromptu, first-ever 
high-five. 

The Dodgers took on the high- 
five as their playoff run rally gesture 
(they went to the World Series that 
year, but lost to the Yankees). The 
team used the it in marketing cam- 
paigns for years afterward, but they 
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didn’t have any use for Glenn Burke 
when they found out he was gay, and 
also romantically involved with man- 
ager Tommy Lasorda’s son, Tom Jr. 

“They knew I was gay, and were 
worried about how the average fa- 
ther would feel about taking his son 
to a baseball game to see some fag 
shagging fly balls in centerfield,” 
Burke writes. 

The Dodgers hastily traded Burke 
to the Oakland A’s, who at the time 
had a young MC Hammer as their 
ballboy. But they also had manag- 
er Billy Martin, who groused, “No 
faggot’s ever going to play on our 
ballclub.” 

“Martin never called me a faggot 
to my face,” Burke says in his book. 
“He may have known I would’ve 
kicked that ass.” 

But Burke’s secret was out, and 
he never got another call in the big 
leagues. He moved to the Castro and 
became a neighborhood folk hero, 
but would struggle with cocaine 
addiction, and died of HIV compli- 
cations in 1995. It’s asadend toa 
good story, but San Francisco sports 
fans can hold their heads high know- 
ing that the high-five was created by 
one of our own trailblazing LGBTQ 
athletes.

Shark Tank 


Six hopefuls pitched their pot 
concepts to a panel of judges 
in hopes of netting a$10,000 
prize. 


On Thursday night, no one 
mistook Libby Cooper for Dallas Maver- 
icks owner (and Shark Tank investor) 
Mark Cuban. 

Quick to ask insightful questions 
of those pitching their cannabis busi- 
nesses, the former Creative Director 
of Eaze and current Co-CEO of Space 
Coyote was a far cry from the stern, 
suited figures who often populate the 
ABC series on which inventors ask rich 
people to fund their ideas. 

Instead, Cooper and fellow judges 
Kevin Hale (Y Combinator), Jonathan 
Small (Green Entrepreneur), cannabis 
writer Elise McDonough, and Flower 
Co.’s Tony Diepenbrock and Ted Licht- 
enberger appeared engaged and sup- 
portive as they quizzed various speak- 
ers on the viability of their concepts. 

Hosted by Flower Co. — a business 
looking to bring the Costco concept 
of wholesale prices to cannabis — the 
event was held last Thursday in a 
parlor room at San Francisco’s Hotel 
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Zeppelin. Mingling around a Skee-Ball 
game, a pool table, and a wall decked 
out in basketball hoops, freshmen of 
the industry engaged seasoned veter- 
ans over slices of pizza. 

Following that were some intro- 
ductory remarks from Lichtenberger 
chronicling his path to Flower Co. 

Emphasizing the importance of ac- 
tually meeting and engaging with local 
cultivators, Lichtenberger’s journey 
is a fairly typical case for the younger 
generation now currently launching 
operations in the legalized canna- 
bis space. There was a lot of driving 
around — 100,000 miles by his count, 
over the course of several years — and 
an immediate need to revise some ele- 
ments of his plan following the success 
of Proposition 64 in 2016. 

With his feet 
now on solid 
ground, Licht- 
enberger and 
his colleagues at 
Flower Co. decid- 
ed the time was 
right to offer a 
package that in- 
cluded a $10,000 
investment as 
well as incuba- 
tion and support 
for the winning 
pitch. The six 
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companies chosen to present — no 
information was provided as to how 
they were selected or the full size of 
the initial applicant pool — reflected a 
diverse array of concepts. 

First up were two former Airbnb 
employees pitching Berbix, software 
that captures driver licenses and other 
forms of identification for a simplified 
dispensary check-in process. They 
also suggested the feasibility of using 
their product as a way for dispensaries 
to share information on “bad actors” 
through the network. Limited to five 
minutes and a brief question-and-an- 
swer period with the judges, one could 
sense favorites emerging based sim- 
ply on how engaged the judges were 
during the latter portion. 

Such was the case for Mathew 
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Pasqual, whose Altogether Market- 
place Solutions was ultimately declared 
the winner. It’s not entirely clear what 
precisely Pasqual is selling, but the 
basic idea revolves around increased 
sales for brands at events. The holder 
of a license that permits his company 
to sell cannabis on-site at events, it’s 
somewhat difficult to distinguish if the 
judges were more excited for the pitch 
itself or simply Pasqual’s access to cov- 
eted authorization. 

Regardless, the selection of Al- 
together for the grand prize seems 
pertinent given that some of the most 
polished concepts — including Entrc, 
which designed a native app that, in 
part, allows farmers to scan the bar- 
codes on their plants — were, for lack 
of a better term, per- 
haps too “inside base- 
ball” for the marquee 
honors. 

While the pre- 
senters were varied 
in race, gender, and 
age, a few common 

themes bound the 
majority of their 
concepts together. 
One was data collec- 
tion, an inevitable 
yet troublesome 
development that 
is sure to dominate 
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headlines in the industry in the years 
to come. Another was the simple fact 
that four of the six presenters were of- 
fering technology solutions. It’s likely 
no coincidence that the two outliers 

— the social equity-inspired organiza- 
tion the People’s Dispensary and the 
locally sourced “cannabis ingredients” 
company Potli — were two of the more 
engaging presentations. 

In a quote provided to SF Weekly, 
Flower Co. co-founder Ted Diepen- 
brock elaborated on the judges’ choice. 

“Three weeks ago at Hempcon, 
Mathew’s client had over 100 people in 
line — his product works,” he said. “As 
more events are licensed for on-site 
consumption, Mathew’s market only 
gets bigger and we are excited to wel- 
come him into the Flower Co. family.” 

As a concept, Flower Co.’s event 
is something the industry could use 
more of. With so many avenues for 
improvement, there is sure to be a glut 
of ideas eager to find their way to re- 
ceptive ears. However, understanding 
who is allowed to enjoy such opportu- 
nities is an equally important facet of 
this venture. With regulated cannabis 
overwhelmingly homogenized in favor 
of the rich, white, and technology-ori- 
ented, providing transparent reasoning 
for wins will be critical if cannabis tru- 
ly wants to distinguish itself from the 
Mark Cubans of the world.

e After this year’s rainy winter, 
new potholes seem to be appearing 
daily. After I predictably blew a tire a 
few weeks ago, I thought I'd write a 
note to the city asking for reimburse- 
ment of the cost of replacing my tire. I 
just received a letter back stating that 
my claim, which was for less than $150, 
had been denied. I’m not going to pur- 
sue legal action over such a small sum, 
but I’m irked that the city is able to 
skirt responsibility for probably hun- 
dreds of similar cases, when their roads 
don’t seem to stand up to the weather.

A e Thank you for your question, 
Jennifer, and you have my sympathy in 
this frustrating and all-too-common 
situation. Potholes are indeed more 
prevalent after heavy rains, as water 


seeps through pre-existing cracks in the 
asphalt and settles underneath, making 
the ground more susceptible to erosion 
and sagging as vehicles travel over top. 
And while this seasonal occurrence 
seems predictable enough, a city is of- 
ten not held liable for damage caused 
by any particular pothole. 


A city, like any other property 
owner, is charged with maintaining 
their premises in a reasonably safe 
condition. However, reasonable does 
not mean perfect and maintenance is 
not expected to be instantaneous. For 
example, a deviation in a road’s level 
measuring under one inch will gen- 
erally be deemed “trivial” as a matter 
of law and, therefore, not deemed to 
be the city’s responsibility. As such, 
many damages resulting from pot- 
holes may simply not fall within any 
property owner’s scope of liability. 


As discussed in previous columns, 
California Government Code §§ 830 
et seq. lays out the rules for liability 
stemming from any “dangerous con- 
dition of public property,’ defined as 
a condition that creates a substantial 
risk of injury when such property is 
used with due care in a reasonably 
foreseeable manner. Cal. Gov. Code 
§ 830.2. Courts have held these con- 
ditions to include premises that are 
“physically damaged, deteriorated, 
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or defective in such a way as to fore- 
seeably endanger those using the 
property itself.” Cordova v. City of 
Los Angeles (2015). This description 
would seem to clearly implicate pot- 
holes that make driving on city roads 
dangerous. 


However, the existence of a 
non-trivial dangerous condition itself 
does not mean that a city is liable for 
damages it causes: the “dangerous 
conditions of public property” doc- 
trine further requires that the city 
have either (1) caused it via negligent 
conduct, e.g. during roadwork, or 
(2) were actually aware of it (actual 
notice), or should have been under 
the circumstances (constructive no- 
tice), and had sufficient time to make 
appropriate repairs. Cal. Gov. Code § 
835. Conduct is deemed to be negli- 
gent if the actor unreasonably failed 
to exercise due care, determined by 
weighing the probability and gravity 
of potential injury against the practi- 
cability and cost of alternative action. 
Cal. Gov. Code § 835.4. A determina- 
tion of constructive notice may in- 
volve analysis of the dangerous con- 
dition’s severity and visibility, as well 
as the frequency of traffic to the loca- 
tion and occurrence of any previous 
adverse events, among other factors. 
Therefore, unless the pothole was 
specifically and unreasonably caused 


by a city itself or lay conspicuous 
and unrepaired for an unreasonable 
amount of time, the city will still not 
be held liable for any damages due to 
even the worst pothole on the road. 


Even if all these statutory require- 
ments are met, a city may still raise a 
number of defenses to defeat liability. 
It may argue that it had exercised 
due care by blocking off the location 
or posting warning signs to prevent 
the vehicles from making contact 
with the pothole; alternatively, it may 
argue that the pothole was in fact 
so “open and obvious” that no such 
blockade or warning sign was neces- 
sary and the damage was solely at- 
tributable to the driver’s inattention 
to road conditions. A city may claim 
“design immunity’; that is, it should 
not be held liable for risks incidental 
to a previously-approved road design, 
where the approval was made in the 
discretion of an appropriate deci- 
sion-making body based on substan- 
tial evidence of the design’s reason- 
ableness. Cal. Gov. Code § 830.6. 


As you can see, your frustration 
with the city’s response is quite like- 
ly not due to the obstinance of the 
city’s legal department, but rather 
the law itself. However, it is still very 
important for you to report poor road 
conditions! Not only will reporting 


increase the chance that the con- 
dition will be promptly repaired, it 
will also put the city on actual notice 
of the defect, increasing the chance 
that it will be held liable for future 
damages if appropriate repairs are 
not made. There is a good chance that 
your reporting will help prevent dam- 
age to someone else’s vehicle or even 
someone being seriously injured.

Barometer 





These 17 blocks arguably represent the city more than simply the Mission.

If the map-reading part of your 
brain has atrophied since you got your 
first smartphone, Ulrike Palmbach’s Mis- 
sion and Surrounding Neighborhoods Be- 
fore Human Settlement might be hard to 
decipher. Her color-coded contour map, 
on a wall of 899 Valencia St., is tough to 
comprehend in full. You could be for- 
given for failing to realize it’s San Fran- 
cisco you're looking at. (Did the city’s 
marshy shoreline once extend practically 
to what is now South Van Ness Avenue? 
Apparently, yes.) 

The geological record isn’t much 
in doubt. Valencia’s central corridor, 
running from 16th to 20th streets, was 
once water — Laguna Dolores, to be 
exact. It’s partly why the Franciscans 
built Mission Dolores where they did. 
A quarter-millennium and a filled-in la- 
goon later, Valencia Street is one of the 
city’s stunning successes, if one that 
also has the potential to germinate the 
nucleus of failure as we asphyxiate on 
our own prosperity. Always churning 
but never fully able to erase its past, 
Valencia is San Francisco’s barometer. 

Designed sometime around World 
War II as an arterial on the scale of 
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South Van Ness Avenue, it’s undergone 
fitful adjustments to make it more 
pedestrian-friendly, but Las Ramblas 
it most certainly is not. A decade after 
the last 26-Valencia bus chugged off to 
Muni heaven — can you imagine the 
ride-shares, already crowding out the 
bikes, vying for space with the transit 
agency's New Flyer XT40s? — the 
streetscape remains caught in limbo, 
neither truly car-centric nor Vision Ze- 
ro-compliant, just like San Francisco. 
The sidewalk widening between 
15th and 19th streets — and the sub- 
sequent bike lane rejiggering — have 
made a difference, but what cyclist 
hasn't narrowly evaded a dooring? 
Even the white bollards installed to 
deter idling Ubers have essentially cre- 
ated cozy little ride-share cubbies. On 
Friday and Saturday nights, Valencia is 
practically un-bikeable for all but the 
most fearless. Until the city scrapes 
the entire thoroughfare to install fully 
protected bike lanes, the priorities will 
be free car storage and frictionless ve- 
hicular right turns. So: Folsom it is. 
Fortunately, Valencia escaped the 
haphazard superblock-rezoning that 
scarred Mission Street with that for- 
bidding US Bank tower on the corner 
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of 22nd Street or the eight-story beige 
nightmare at 25th and Capp streets. 
At the pedestrian level, though, the 
trendlines are clearly toward a homog- 
enization of high-end flagships that 
may or may not be loss leaders for 
their parent brands. (RIP wig-and-vin- 
tage shop RetroFit, felled by a landlord 
in pursuit of something flashier, who 
tripled the rent.) 

Nowhere else in San Francisco will 
you find this many parklets, with the 
slatted urban treehouses outside Four 
Barrel almost certainly the best-known 
and most-used. While there are com- 
mercial vacancies — especially in some 
of the smaller retail spaces on the 
numbered side streets — the situation 
isn’t remotely as dire as hollowed-out 
Church Street three blocks west. 

The restaurant scene, though, has 
experienced an accelerated boom-and- 
bust cycle that never seems to relent. 
San Francisco eats on Valencia — but 
Valencia eats its own. Once upon a 
time, there was a lesbian bar scene, in- 
cluding a stand-up club called Valencia 
Rose, and a Pepsi bottling plant where 
the current Mission police station 
stands now. The allure hasn’t dimmed, 
even after wave after wave of closures: 


St. Vincent, Spork, Lolé Cevicheria, 
Tawla, Pauline’s Pizza. Hopefully, 

the Nepalese restaurant Dancing Yak 
can make a go in a space that proved 
inhospitable to Babu Ji, Nostra Spa- 
ghetteria, Plin, Another Monkey, and 
Conduit. For every plucky comeback 
(MAU, Boogaloo’s, Sunflower) there’s 
an aborted one (La Rondalla) or an 
aching loss (the beloved Elbo Room, 
and, shortly, Lucca Ravioli). But some 
stalwarts remain. Not even Smitten 
could crowd out Xanath Ice Cream, just 
as not even Ritual Coffee could kill off 
Muddy Waters, possibly because it’s 
open so late. 

The price of dynamism is instabil- 
ity, but the high end is making out all 
right, from Michelin-starred AL's Place 
to Bon Voyage to The Beehive. So, too, 
is that eternally excellent trio of Indi- 
an-Pakistani restaurants: Dosa, Udupi 
Palace, and Aslam’s Rasoi. Beyond the 
culinary domain, the neighborhood 
soldiers on, with SROs like the Hotel 
Royan not far from Cherin’s Applianc- 
es or Community Thrift (which own 
their buildings). Casa Bonampak was 
irreplaceable, but there are definitely 
more storefront churches than you 
think. 

Clothes Contact is gone, as is Room 
4. Modern Times bookstore relocat- 
ed to 24th Street before its eventual 
demise, although Dog Eared Books 
lives on. So does Betabrand, outfitting 
the Bay to Breakers crowd in metallic 
silver hoodies. The always weird and 
typewriter-filled Viracocha went away 
in 2015, and Lost Weekend Video and 
its basement Cinecave soon followed, 
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but a virtually soundproof venue, The 
Chapel, has thrived. As gentrification 
spills onto Mission Street proper, the 
once-wide chasm between those two 
streets has started to close. 

Flavorless condos are the apex pred- 
ator, of course, with their ground-level 
banks and urgent care clinics and 
residents prone to UberEats, but the 
corpse of a 76 station still somehow 
sits at the northwest corner of Valen- 
cia and 24th. (Two architects have a 
three-story studio-residence in the 
works there.) Although no one can 
dispute the scope of gentrification, 
compared with Upper Market, Valencia 
has condo-ized fairly slowly. 

How long can that last? At one 
end of the street is Martuni’s, that 
nominally gay piano bar with cocktail 
servers helping the musical-theater 
crowd wind down, along with the vin- 
tage mall Stuff, a former Bahai temple 
that’s going to become the new home 
of the Gay Men’s Chorus, and the punk 
bar where obeying the rules is para- 
mount, Zeitgeist. That’s the scruffy 
end, with an amputated freeway stub 
overhead. 

The foot of the street is emptier, 
more like a big alley with a random 
raised bike lane — plus a hospital and 
a Burger King and a long-gone Sears 
and a Planned Parenthood where 
scuffles aren't unheard of, all leading 
onto Mission Street and the most var- 
iegated restaurant row in town. Streets 
like Cortland or Clement condense 
the surrounding neighborhoods into 
comprehensible packages, but Valencia 
operates differently. It’s a jumble of

One trick to surviving one of the city’s hottest business corridors? Own your building.

Valencia Street between 18th 
and 19th streets is home to a gourmet 
chocolatier, a funeral-home-turned-hip- 
ster-music-venue, a bakery with $6 rhu- 
barb muffins, and an appliance store 
that sells refrigerators. Even 10 years 
ago, before Dandelion Chocolate, the 
Chapel, and Craftsman and Wolves 
moved in, the latter stood out. As Valen- 
cia continues to evolve as a destination 
for foodies and consumers of high-end 
fashion, the large appliance store has be- 
come an anomaly. “How does it survive?” 
people ask themselves as they walk by. 

Aside from the fact that San Fran- 
ciscans need top-loading washers and 
always will, the answer is simple: Cher- 
in’s Appliance, Valencia’s oldest busi- 
ness, exists in part because the owners 
of the business also own the building 
within which it resides. They are their 
own landlord, and that makes all the 
difference. 

Building ownership is the common 
thread for all of Valencia Street’s lon- 
gest-standing businesses. Cherin’s Ap- 
pliance opened in 1892, Lucca Ravioli 
in 1945, and Puerto Alegre, which still 
draws 45-minute waits for a table on 
weekends, opened in 1970. Zeitgeist, 
everyone's favorite beer garden they 
love to hate, is the lesser-known long- 
timer. It opened as the Rainbow Cattle 
Company back in 1977. 

The advantages of being one’s own 
landlord are many. Families can benefit 
financially for generations, businesses 
can root deeply in a neighborhood 
through local hires and by serving 
nearby residents, and — economic 
success pending — the choice of when 
to close can come naturally, with age, 
as opposed to the sharp increase of 
monthly rent. 

Puerto Alegre is a perfect example 
of this. Ildefonso Vigil bought the 
building in 1968, when the neighbor- 
hood was quite different. 

“People told him it was a terrible 
neighborhood, with a lot of liquor 
stores and X-rated theaters,” his 
daughter Amparo Vigil told el Restau- 
rante last year. “They called him fool- 
ish, but my dad stuck to it.” 

Amparo, her sister Patricia, and her 
brothers Lorenzo and William still run 
the business today. The patriarch, Ilde- 
fonso, is nearly 90, and has been able 
to pass an economic resource down 
several generations — his grandchil- 
dren and great-grandchildren now help 
out. Work by local artists hangs on 


the wall, and longtime neighborhood 
residents and tourists alike pack them- 
selves in for margaritas and pozole. As 
they proudly state on their website, 
the owners say Puerto Alegre is “much 
more than a restaurant, more than 
walls.” It’s a family business, a rare and 
dying breed in San Francisco. 

Several blocks away is Lucca Ravi- 
oli, which drew the city into collective 
mourning when the owners announced 
earlier this year that they were plan- 
ning to close the business for good. But 
contrary to the immediate assumption 
that they were being evicted, the clo- 
sure was a choice — and one not taken 
lightly. 

The Feno family has owned the 
Italian grocery store and deli, and the 
multi-use building it’s in, since 1925. 
Francesco Stangalini bought a pasta 
company on Valencia Street after 
immigrating here in the early 20th 
century, while Michael Feno, who runs 
it today, began helping out in the shop 
at age 11. 

This year, after more than 50 years 
of working in the shop, Feno decided 
it was time to retire — which in itself 
is a luxury. While no one else in the 
family plans to take over the business, 
they will still benefit: Feno listed the 
buildings his family owns for $1.45 
million and $2.49 million, respectively. 
The small parking lot nearby, which 
Feno also owned, sold in January for 
$3 million. 

The Vigils and the Fenos have both 
been able to run beloved businesses 
for decades, but in today’s wild west of 
commercial real estate, not everyone is 
so lucky. In the past few months, the 
Elbo Room, Casa Bonampak, Blue Fig, 
and Tawla have all closed along the Va- 
lencia corridor, or announced plans to 
do so. The days of a small family busi- 
ness being able to afford a commercial 
space on Valencia Street are gone; 
rents for retail spaces are in the tens of 
thousands per month, and buildings 
sell for far upward of a million dollars. 

But support for preserving small 
businesses in their native neighbor- 
hoods — potentially for generations 
— is picking up speed. The Mission 
Economic Development Agency 
(MEDA) has for years purchased build- 
ings around the Mission neighborhood 
to help keep rent-controlled tenants 
in place. The city’s Small Sites Program 
grants loans to nonprofits to purchase 
buildings before investors can — 
thereby preserving tenants, who are 
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Cherin's Appliance is 
the oldest business on 
Valencia Street. 
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often low-income, in their longtime 
homes. 

But as many buildings are mixed- 
use, with commercial spaces on the 
first floor and apartments above, 
MEDA has also gradually become the 
landlord for more than a dozen small 
businesses, many of which are owned 
by Latinx Mission residents. There’s 
Precita Eyes, the local art organization 
responsible for many of the Mission’s 
political murals, at 348 Precita Ave. 
The large building at 3182 24th St. 
is home to The Jelly Donut, Eyebrow 
Queen Salon, Teresita Nail Spa Jewel- 
ry, and Luz de Luna. And on the corner 
of 26th and Capp streets is San Fran 
Market, a colorful corner store that 
takes EBT. 

It’s not the same as owning your 
own building, but in a city that doesn’t 
have commercial rent control, having 
MEDA as a landlord — which keeps 
its building seismically updated, ren- 
ovated, and affordable — might even 
be better. 

“We hear stories all the time about 
businesses paying $3,000 in rent, their 


leases end, and now the landlord wants 
$10,000,” Christopher Gil, MEDA’s 
associate director of marketing and 
communications, tells SF Weekly. “They 
can't make their biz work anymore; it’s 
untenable.” 

MEDA would know. It was evicted 
from the US Bank building on Mission 
Street more than a decade ago. They 
managed to find a new home, but their 
tenure there felt rocky, and in the end, 
the organization managed to buy a 
building on Mission and 19th streets, 
where it resides today, along with oth- 
er nonprofits. 

While MEDA has purchased many 
buildings along Mission and its smaller 
side streets, it has yet to secure any- 
thing on Valencia. 

“Most of Valencia has already 
turned over,” Gil explains. “There’s not 
a lot left.” 

Not a lot, that is, except for a few 
longtime buildings, kept off the mar- 
ket for decades, like Lucca Ravioli. 
Coincidentally, MEDA is preparing to 
make an offer on the old pasta shop’s 
building. It’s far from a done deal, but

for the tenants who live above and 
next door to the famous pasta joint, 
it would provide enough stability to 
stay put, creating several fewer victims 
of Valencia Street’s fiery real estate 
market. 

While change is inevitable and the 
city is constantly evolving, there is 
significant value in preserving those 
people and businesses who want des- 
perately to stay in their neighborhoods 
— for all of us. There is value in being 
able to eat enchiladas at Puerto Alegre 
year after year, to spending yet anoth- 
er drunken afternoon at Zeitgeist, to 
picking up a tray of ravioli from Luc- 
ca’s, or being able to take a bus to buy 
an appliance from a 127-year-old fam- 
ily-owned store that, funnily enough, 
sells some charming replicas of vintage 
refrigerators. 
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The Last Legs of $.F’s Motorcycle Lore

Before a new housing develop- 
ment in the Mission springs up, a final 
marker of mid-1900s motorcycle racing 
culture must first fall. 

The corner building at 235 Valen- 
cia St. is slated for demolition in the 
coming weeks, marked by the arrival 
of construction crews, boarded-up 
windows, and sidewalk signs from 
Public Works ordering the public to 
steer clear until mid-May. But between 
1930 and 1950, North Valencia once 
held the largest concentration of mo- 
torcycle dealerships in San Francisco. 
Of the roughly three that remain, 235 
Valencia St. is the “the last intact rep- 
resentation of early motorcycle dealer- 
ships in San Francisco,’ according to a 


landmark designation report. 

Almost a century before it would be 
turned into a five-story building with 
40 housing units and two commercial 
spaces, a prominent figure in West 
Coast motorcycle history owned it. Lo- 
ren “Hap” Jones rose in the late 1920s 
as a top motorcycle racer, coming to 
own a motorcycle business in 1940 at 
the stucco-clad masonry building on 
Valencia and Clinton Park streets, one 
block from Zeitgeist, according to the 
landmark designation report. 

It was there that Jones helped incu- 
bate the motorcycle culture that took 
off after the Great Depression. What 
began as a bicycle-rental business near 
Golden Gate Park turned into a motor- 
cycle parts-selling operation that, in 
1936, led to the Hap Jones Company, 
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which hosted an annual “birthday par- 
ty” that attracted riders from all over 
the country. One year later, he became 
the first civilian to cross the Golden 
Gate Bridge — on a motorcycle, of 
course. 

Jones’ 235 Valencia showroom 
specialized in Indian, Norton, and BSA 
motorcycles. But it was also where he 
created and trademarked the quarterly 
Motorcycle Blue Book, which set pricing 
guidelines for all makes and models 
honored by the industry. No one but 
authorized dealers, financial institu- 
tions, insurance companies, and local 
governments could get a copy, and 
even then, only after requesting it on 
official letterhead. 

The American Motorcycle Asso- 
ciation hall-of-famer also helped the 


San Francisco Motorcycle Club buy 
its home at 2194 Folsom St. in 1947, 
where it still stands. (In 1910, it was 
the first clubhouse to admit women 
who could vote as members before 
they could vote in elections.) 

Though Jones retired from racing, 
he promoted and sponsored races at 
all levels, mentoring legends like Dick 
Mann. But by 1970, he sold the rest 
of his share to his brother-in-law Dave 
Golden, who renamed the 235 Valencia 
St. dealership after himself until it 
closed upon his death in 1988. 

S.F. Auto Works was the last busi- 
ness to operate out of the building 
until its owners agreed to terminate 
the lease early last year, Mission Local 
reported. 

The push for a landmark designa-

tion wasn’t enough to save the building 
from demolition, which the Depart- 
ment of Building Inspections approved 
in November. Developers with DDG 
Group did not respond to questions re- 
garding plans for a demolition timeline 
or commemoration of the Hap Jones 
Dealership. 

Colorful graffiti cats with a black 
backdrop almost mask the history of 
San Francisco’s role in early motorcycle 
culture. But if you strain through the 
boarded-up windows, you can imagine 
the signs that previously advertised 
“Motorcycles Wanted” and “Parts for 
All Makes.”

While most people roll their 
eyes at our unfortunate president’s tweets, Weymar 
immortalizes them in fabric, embroidering his 
bizarre statements onto flowery backgrounds, into 
miniature scenes, and on pillows. On Friday her 
new show at Mule Gallery opens, featuring Trump’s 
latest tweets on antique fabric and homegoods. If 
the show inspires you, good news: Mule Gallery and 
Weymar host a hands-on workshop Saturday from 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m., where you can create your own 
piece of embroidered art — featuring 45, or anyone 
you fancy.

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Pattern Recognition 


Three concurrent exhibits tether the visual to the written word.

You never go into an art gallery 
to read. Of course you don't. The gaze 
comes first. The visual is everything. But 
the visual without the visceral amounts 
to nothing. And whether it’s wall text, a 
catalogue, or some other format, the 
written word can push an exhibit into a 
special visceral stratosphere. 

So it is with two new San Francisco 
art exhibits. One is from William T. 
Wiley, the Bay Area’s rascally octoge- 
narian, who nearly always puts puns, 
quips, poems, or even full stories onto 
his visual art. The other is by Kour 
Pour, a 30-something artist in Los An- 
geles who, besides showing a cascade 
of new paintings, is handing out pub- 
lished copies of a scathing (and very 
funny) critique that eviscerates MOMA 
director Glenn D. Lowry and the New 
York institution’s 2012 publication, In- 
venting Abstraction, 1910-1925: How a 
Radical Idea Changed Modern Art. 

Pour’s critique is oh-so postmod- 
ern — a damning but “spot-on” as- 
sessment (as they say in Pour’s native 
England) of the jingoism and implicit 
navel-ism that U.S. museums once 
trafficked in and sometimes still do. In 
some 40 pages that he first published 
in 2017, Pour replicates almost the 
exact publication of Inventing Abstrac- 
tion but uses yellow highlights, red 
handwriting, and red arrows to point 
out what he says are MOMA’s blatant 
misrepresentations of art history. Pour

Courtesy of Ever Gold [Projects] 
argues that MOMA’s book ignores 
artists who thrived in India and oth- 
er parts of the non-Western world, 
downplays the influential art that 
emerged from Muslim countries, and 
inadequately details the give-and-take 
that happens between artists from 
different cultures. Pour is himself an 
example of this cross-cultural, hybrid- 
ized existence, a product of Iranian 
and British descent who lives in the 
United States and explores art forms 
from other countries. And Pour’s art 
draws from all his major interests, 
including Japanese Ukiyo-e prints that 
originated centuries ago in Edo, then 
the capital. 

“It anchors a lot of my thinking 
around painting,’ Pour tells SF Weekly 
of his publication. “It’s a direct critique 
about how art is talked about, especial- 
ly abstraction. The plan is to, one day, 
go through the whole book and keep 
adding to it.” 

Pour’s exhibit at Ever Gold [Proj- 
ects], called “Manzareh/Keshiki/Land- 
scape, is an exhibit of patterns — and 
patterns of influence. On one wall are 
a series of new works that resemble 
Persian carpets. One work, Foreign 
Traveler, might as well be a brand-new 
carpet with its intricate floral patterns 
and panoramic scenes of turbaned men 
on horses. But look closely, and For- 
eign Traveler is faded in spots. And it’s 
paired with two works called History 
Painting (Fragment) that look like 
outsized segments of carpets — but 


have more obviously faded spots. Like 
Warhol’s paintings of Marilyn and Mao 
that repeat their faces in different col- 
ors and shades, Pour’s carpet paintings 
play with expectations and the idea of 
memory. The old becomes new. 

But “the old” was never a fixed 
pattern, Pour says. “Traditions” always 
borrowed from other traditions, and 
Pour’s homage to Japanese Ukiyo-e 
prints, with his new block-printing 
works like Chopped & Screwed (Kuni- 
yashi), are also an homage to the in- 
fluence of Ukiyo-e prints on European 
Impressionists. Pour created his new 
works using traditional Ukiyo-e block 
printing, but his art is at a much larg- 
er scale. It’s messy, time-consuming 
work, with inks that have to be moni- 
tored, replaced, and waited on. 

“T don’t think of my work as ‘iden- 
tity artwork,” Pour says. “The friends 
I’ve made [in Los Angeles] are all from 
other places or have these different 
cultural backgrounds, but even though 
our identities may be different, our 
races may be different, and the lan- 
guages we speak might be different, 
we re all connected in this way of ex- 
perience. It’s the experience of moving 
between cultures. 

“I grew up with Persian carpets,” 
Pour adds, “and when I was older, I 
started to look into their history and 
how they were made, how the design 
was influenced by different places. And 
the more you look, the more you re- 
alize this cultural identity breakdown 
is essentially built from many layers 
and many time periods and different 
geographies. Japanese Ukiyo-e prints 
took a lot from Chinese painting. So 
this idea of cultural exchange is really 
important — especially now because of 
the political climate, cultural identity is 
this heavy topic, and it’s important to 
also look to the past and see how peo- 
ple have lived and crossed paths and 
exchanged ideas. We have the possi- 
bility to do that even more with travel 
and technology. Some people may have 
a hard time with the fact that I have 
Iranian heritage but I’m using imagery 
from other places. I’m trying to finda 
way to articulate that — whether it’s 
through artwork or tracing the history 
of abstract painting.” 

Pour has exhibited his art in the 
very places that influenced him, 
including Japan (at the Tokyo Metro- 
politan Teien Art Museum), Iran (at 
Tehran’s Dastan Basement gallery), 
Europe (at Berlin’s Gnyp Gallery), and 
across the United States. And his new 
exhibit at Minnesota Street Project 


coincides with another exhibit there, 
“Once at Present: Contemporary Art of 
Bay Area Iranian Diaspora,” that also 
speaks to ideas of overlapping cultures. 
But those cultures can be in opposition 
rather than harmony. Iranian-Amer- 
ican visual artists in the Bay Area — 
Iranians anywhere in the greater Ira- 
nian diaspora — live in exile from the 
Iran of their upbringings or the Iran 
they learned about from their parents. 
That Iran disappeared anyway with the 
1979 revolution that imposed a deeply 
religious system across the country 
and has subsequently squelched any- 
thing — including protests — that it 
deems oppositional to its clerical ways. 
Not surprisingly, many of the artists 

in “Once at Present” display art that 
addresses the idea of memory and re- 
engaging with the past. 

Shirin Towfigq, a Stanford MFA 
student, does that through large-scale, 
crinkled paper that has faded images 
of the Iran her father left behind. 

Her series, No, I Never Went Back, is 
like seeing unearthed papers that 

had been scrunched up and thrown 
way — only to be unfurled again at 

the cost of time. In Folding Gardens, A 
Stained Memory, Palo Alto artist Pantea 
Karimi revisits an incident from her 
Iranian childhood when, during the 
chaos of the 1979 revolution, she was 
bloodied in an emergency evacuation 
of her elementary school. Karimi’s ceil- 
ing-tall, silk-fabric artwork is a forest 
of black-and-white foliage, red tulips, 
and blood stains — an inviting scene 
of beauty and caution. Curated by 
Taraneh Hemami and Kevin B. Chen, 
“Once at Present” features art that has 
seemingly nothing to do with Iran, as 
with Sanaz Mazinani’s Blind Shift #7, a 
lenticular print that’s a cascade of ver- 
tical, colored slivers that change tone 
as you walk by. But in the wall text that 
accompanies her work, Mazinani says 
that Blind Shift #7 is, through her dark- 
room manipulations, a visual exercise 
that offers “poetic reflections on loss, 
time, event, and memory.” 

Mazinani’s words change the expe- 
rience of Blind Shift #7. Without them, 
art-goers might perceive her work 
as beauty for beauty’s sake — which 
it isn’t. At his quasi-retrospective 
sculpture exhibit at Hosfelt Gallery, 
William T. Wiley obliterates this fine 
line between perception and intention 
by embedding language directly onto 
his art. And it’s not just any language 
but comedic language, as in the Mark 
Twain-themed Imitation Wouldn’t from 
2009, a blackboard-like work of words 


and images that includes this word 
play on one of Twain’s most famous 
lines: “Rumors of My Dumbeyes Have 
Been Greatly Exaggerated.” 

Even the shapes of Wiley’s words 
are playful, a mix of upper and lower 
cases, and of thick and thin lines. The 
apotheosis of the exhibit is a reworked 
pinball machine from 2008 — fully 
playable, by the way — that Wiley 
titles Punball: Only One Earth. At the 
Hosfelt exhibit’s opening, art-goers 
crowded around Punball: Only One 
Earth to tussle with its balls, and look 
at all the images and puns that covered 
different sides. One of the motifs: A 
pointed, yellow dunce cap that fea- 
tures a misspelled version of the word 
“Dunce.” At the opening of “William T. 
Wiley: Sculpture, Eyes Wear Tug Odd,” 
people were smiling and laughing in 
a way that rarely happens at a gallery 
opening. But there was one exception: 
Wiley himself. 

Wiley has dealt with several health 
issues in the past few years. And as 
he made his way into the exhibit and 
spoke with SF Weekly, Wiley said he 
has Parkinson’s disease, a nervous-sys- 
tem disorder that causes uncontrolla- 
ble shaking. Wiley said that he’s vir- 
tually stopped putting words into his 
new work — that he’s doing nothing 
but abstract painting these days. 

“Minuscule — or not at all,” Wiley 
says of wording in his new art. “I’m to- 
tally abstract now, in black-and-white.” 

So “William T. Wiley: Sculpture, 
Eyes Wear Tug Odd” is a chance to sur- 
vey Wiley at his wordy best. Wiley may 
never return to this state of being, 
where language is just as important as 
the looseness and lucidness of his art.

Anyone who knows the 
work of street artists Sworne 
and Ernest Doty knows their 
“LORDS” references have noth- 
ing to do with religion — not in the 
slightest. The lettering is an acro- 
nym for “Legends Of Rare De- 
signS,” a group of stalwart street 
artists that includes Sworne and 
Doty and which has existed in the 
Bay Area since 1986. 

The LORDS moniker adorns 
walls around the Bay Area, and 
the Oakland work at Market 
Street near 30th Street depicts a 
face by Doty that he says is from 
a future world. In that world, a 
purple-haired, human-like crea- 
ture will be a norm, not an excep- 
tion. Doty, who lives in Oakland, 
has done a series of figures on 
Bay Area walls that he calls “sur- 
real future pop art,’ including an 
Oakland mural at Oak and Fifth 
streets titled Cosmic Human Evo- 
lution that SF Weekly spotlighted 
two years ago. 

“It’s a kind of anamorphic 
figure — a combination of a barn 
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owl and a woman,’ Doty says 
about his figure with Sworne. 

“All the characters I paint are a 
little bit malformed and twist- 

ed — with a lot of twisting line 
work. They’re supposed to be 

all shamanistic characters, and 
they’re also supposed to be fu- 
turistic. We as a species have the 
ability to reach great potential: 
enlightenment. And I think we’ll 
get there. But I think it’s going to 
be too late, and it’ll be at a cost to 
ourselves and our environment. 
So these are our future ancestors, 
and they’re reconnected with na- 
ture. There will be different types 
of beings.” 

The work with Sworne, which 
went up in 2017, is one of Oak- 
land’s best. What elevates it are 
its rapturous red color, its beau- 
tiful three-dimensional lettering 
that fuses white, black, and 
slivers of yellow — and Doty’s 
unforgettable face. Even with its 
left eye a bit discombobulated 
through the force of time, the 
work is a standout. So much so 
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that the business owners on both 
sides have welcomed the art. (So 
has the property’s owner, Doty 
says.) 

Doty and Sworne didn’t 
get initial permission to do 
the work. But it covered up a 
wall — a storefront with board- 
ed-up windows, really — that 
was frequently tagged with 
wheat-pasted posters. The prop- 
erty owner has since invited Doty 
and Sworne to touch up their 
art — and has even given them a 
heads-up that he may repurpose 
the property a bit. 

“It was a dilapidated building 
for as long as I can remember,” 
says Doty, who has lived in West 
Oakland for 11 years. “I got up 
one morning and said, ‘I’m tired 
of looking at that ugly-ass build- 
ing, and went out and painted it. 
... The new owner reached out to 
me and asked if I would repaint 
it. And the business owner next 
door is super appreciative be- 
cause no one has wheat-pasted 
on it since then. He told me, ‘I’m

so happy. I was always out here 
killing off these paper stickers.’ ” 

A couple of years ago, in an- 
other part of West Oakland, Doty 
put up new street art that an old- 
er resident thought would contain 
a reference to organized religion. 
The resident was a believer in 
God, and when he asked Doty 
about the artwork’s purpose, 
Doty was, well, evasive. 

“There was a religious man 
who lived across the street who 
kept bothering us while we were 
painting it,” Doty says, “and we 
said, ‘Oh, it’s going to say Lord.’ 
And he was like, ‘Oh yeah, and 
he was all on-board. And nowa- 
days, he’s happy to see me when | 
touch it up.”

The Public 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the AMC Metreon 16. 
It would be trite to reduce Emilio Estevez’s The 
Public to “Die Hard in a Library,” especially since it’s 
not an action film, but it’s also not entirely not “Die 
Hard in a Library.” During a potentially lethal cold 
snap, the homeless regulars at the Cincinnati Main 
Library decide to capital-O Occupy the building 
overnight. (Occupy Wall Street is directly referenced 
as inspiration, because false equivalencies are alive 
and well — even in well-meaning liberal dramas.) 
They're led by a man named Jackson (Michael K. 
Williams, demonstrating flawless comedic timing), 
and aided and abetted by librarian Stuart (writer- 
director Estevez), who is already on the outs with 
the library trustees. Meanwhile, as much drama 
swirls outside of the siege as inside, involving 
conflicted negotiators, mayoral hopefuls, and venal 
news reporters. The somewhat overwritten picture 
moves at a swift pace, and cinematographer Juan 
Miguel Azpiroz makes the most of the built-in 
vanishing points of library stacks, but The Public’s 
thesis is unclear. A certain segment of underpaid 
civil servants may take issue with the film’s 
implication that libraries should just throw up 
their hands and become shelters 24/7 because local 
governments can't get their shit together to provide 
adequate social services. So, maybe the transient 
population could Occupy City Hall instead? Just 
something for the public to consider. Sherilyn

The Wind 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Alamo Drafthouse New 
Mission. 
Emma Tammi’s The Wind is a tight little spookshow 
that doesn’t necessarily break any ground, yet 
manages not to be quite as generic as its title. In 
the American West of the 1800s, Lizzy (Caitlin 
Gerard) is a settler who begins to sense that 
unsettling things are happening on her particularly 
windy stretch of the prairie. Lizzy’s often-erstwhile 
husband Isaac (Ashley Zukerman) thinks she’s 
imagining things, but those things get stranger 
still after peculiar new couple Emma (Julia 
Goldani Telles) and Gideon (Dylan McTee) move 
in nearby. A sort of an oater version of The Witch 
— complete with a sinister goat! — The Wind is 
less about its narrative, the timeline of which is 
deliberately jumbled, than about the mood and 
the environment. There are jump scares and bits of 
gore, but much of the terror is conveyed via post- 
production sounds that denote a much stronger 
wind than the barely rustling trees demonstrate. 
But Gerard’s fully committed lead performance 
makes it believable, and you can’t go wrong with 
a well-executed “there’s something out there in 
the dark” story. The Wind also includes one of the 
genre’s most welcome tropes: the protagonist 
discovering a book in the second act that explains 
or at least gives context to the supernatural 
occurrences. After that, any horror film is a breeze.

Of all the many, many things 
that I hate, Frank Sinatra is way up there. 
Not as high as Howard Schultz or may- 
onnaise, but up there. I hate his corny 
smugness and I hate his cocksure 
smarminess and mostly I hate music 
that sounds a little bit like jazz only with 
all the sex and danger sucked out of it. 

While I freely concede that this is 
a subjective opinion, the part of my 
Frank-ophobia that has at least some 
basis in empirical reality is that you 
never, ever hear any of Sinatra’s deep 
cuts. The man had a 50-plus-year ca- 
reer and yet it’s always the same six 
or eight songs, over and over, with 
maybe his late-in-life duet with Anita 
Baker (“Witchcraft”) if you’re lucky. 
Consequently, the act of playing put- 
ting some threadbare Sinatra song on a 
playlist feels less about the enjoyment 
of music per se and more about the es- 
tablishment of a particular nonthreat- 
ening atmosphere. 

This is the thought that kept occur- 
ring to me every time | ate at Palio, for- 
merly Palio d'Asti, an almost-30-year-old 
Italian restaurant north of Downtown. 
Revamped and refurbished, it’s giving 
itself a small hernia to move with the 
times, but it seems somewhat caught 
in-between. Gone are the 12-by-12 floor 
tiles and the equine, Eadweard Muy- 
bridge-esque wall design. In their place 
are some signifiers of quote-unquote 
hipness, a well-executed faux ghost ad 
and an amari caddy bolted to a pillar. 

The cocktails, particularly the almondine 
aperitif Underground City (white truf- 
fle-infused scotch, Nardini amaro, Nar- 
dini Mandorla, white truffle salt) balance 
a masculine elegance against ingenuity. 
And the front-facing lounge, greatly 
enlarged, is very handsome, without 
creating dead space in what used to be a 
200-seat dining room. 

To hang on for almost three de- 
cades, Palio has clearly cultivated a 
loyal stable of regulars, and that is no 
small feat. Many of them are undoubt- 
edly business lunchers, while others 
are devoted fans of Italian dishes that 
don’t hail from one set region — i.e., 
the banishment of that “d’Asti.” While 
no one would expect 23-year-old 
servers with lip rings, Palio remains 
tethered to the old-school in presenta- 
tion and feel. A plate of octopus with 
eggplant caponata, ceci beans, and 
squid ink aioli — specifically denoted 
as a “Palio classic” — was a master- 
piece of textures and a steal at $17, 
although it looked like 1993 incarnate. 
By contrast, the cocoa pappardelle with

wild boar was imaginative and layered, 
the chocolate in the pasta layering in 

a dose of bitterness. And the Pollo at 
Mattone, a half-chicken roasted under 
a brick with plenty of wilted radicchio, 
was deeply acidic and pungent. 

But meatballs and panchet- 
ta-wrapped shrimp came out luke- 
warm, and the cheese and charcuterie 
selection is the same parade of Mt. 
Tam-and-La-Quercia you can get any- 
where. Its crust was “red 100 emoji,” 
but the asparagus pizza was nearly 
flavorless, while the funghi pizza tast- 
ed overpoweringly of garlic. Although 
nearby-ish North Beach would engulf 
such a restaurant, its neither-here- 
nor-there location is almost certain to 
be a major hindrance in winning over 
new hearts. “Just a Gigolo” won't help 
matters. 

Another issue is sloppiness. Visiting 
alone a little after six for a glass of wine 
and some happy hour bites, I was told 
happy hour had ended. (It runs until 7 
p.m.) A staffer corrected the bartender, 
who said she hadn’t been informed, but 
then they were out of the glass of wine 
that I ordered, as well as the recommend- 
ed substitute, once the last of the bottle 
was drained. Then he kitchen was also 
out of one of the three bites I'd picked. 
The bartender comped that half-glass as 
anyone would, and referred to it with a 
smile as “thinking wine” for me to enjoy 
while I came up with a Plan C. But I sat 
there the rest of the time sensing that 
I'd become my own radioactive bad-luck 
charm. 

Although three hiccups at once is 
unusual, such setbacks aren’t so bad. 
More often than not, they’re illustra- 
tive of how restaurants respond to mi- 
nor oopsies. (Recovery is always pos- 
sible, and then some!) But maybe asa 
corollary to the maxim of “If you want 
something done, ask a busy person,” 
stuff seems to go awry when things 
are slow. And things were pretty slow: 
a host in a perfectly dimpled necktie 
who paced to work off some nervous 
energy, an unattended pizza oven with 
a “DANGER MEN COOKING?” sign 
attached, Bobby Darin’s “Mack the 
Knife” taking over. The cavernousness 
becomes apparent, with sections of the 
kitchen occupied by glassed-in stations 
that feel things a consultant insisted 
were trendy. Clearly, the impetus for 
all of this was avoiding Yelp reviews 
that use the word “dated.” But instead 
of doing things its own way, Palio did 
it “My Way.”

Dumplings, dumplings, dump- 


lings! I can hear my friends now: 
“Enough with the dumplings.” But I can’t 
help it. We live in a mecca of the little 
doughy treats, and they never get old. 
There is always another rock to be 
turned over, concealing my latest dump- 
ling obsession.

These are some of the best dump- 
lings in San Francisco. The savory, 
meaty, sausage-like texture blends 
impeccably with the nutty, soft 
mushrooms. The thin, translucent 
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rice wrapper packs everything in 
with a tight seal. Steamed to perfec- 
tion, they maintain a juicy core while 
also staying intact with every bite. It 
all works. 

It never ceases to amaze me that 
something so simple — which has 
been done so many times — can still 
surprise and excite. Hing Wang’s 
dumplings are rustic and delicate at 
the same time, and I'd be just as happy 
if ’'d sat down and ordered them at a 
fancy restaurant. But I didn’t. I paid 
$2 and ate them while I was walking to 
the beach. Life is good.

In reference to her upcoming 
show, Nicole Moudaber tweeted that 
“You can trust me, this is going to bea 
special ride” and later “This is going to be 
a wild ride.” You could argue that 
self-promotion comes easy to party pro- 
moters, and that that’s just the standard 
hype. But she said it again and again, and 
only with respect to this one show on her 
North American tour, an open-to-close 
set at the Midway on Saturday, April 6 
that will replicate the New York shows 
that brought her so much acclaim in this 
hemisphere. Why? 

Well, for one thing, in addition 
to her famed remixes for the likes of 
Depeche Mode and Moby, she’s set 
herself to the task of creating more 
original music this year. Moudaber’s 
midnight-to-2 a.m. set at Lightning 
in a Bottle 2018 was notable not only 
for its dark, from-the-furnaces-of-Ber- 
ghain pulsations — “filthy-ass techno” 
was how one passionate fan described 
it — but for the comparatively diverse 
crowd it attracted. It was nothing 
short of magical to watch her assemble 
the devout in a rite of communion — 
although painfully, she was up against 
The Black Madonna, another immense 
talent who’s acutely aware of the DJ’s 
role as a quasi-religious figure. And 
Moudaber is on the festival circuit 
again this spring and summer, export- 
ing wild rides. 

The Midway show is an extended 
situation by San Francisco standards, 
to be sure, and much longer than any 
festival slots — but it’s fairly brief for 
Moudaber, a machine who routinely 
commands the decks for eight hours 
or more. 

“T need about an hour or two just 
to warm up and get into my groove. 
But you know, we can manage, and 
we can pull it off,” she tells SF Weekly 
by phone. “You just choose the little 
bombs and you try to create something 
as much as possible with that short 
period of time.” 

While the emphasis should al- 
ways be on people’s abilities rather 
than their physical characteristics, 
it’s impossible not to acknowledge 
Moudaber’s unique speaking voice. Too 
velvety to be purely smoky, too viva- 
cious to be altogether formidable, she 
could be Lauren Bacall’s distant cousin 
by way of cosmopolitan Beirut. She 
sounds almost like Madame Sosostris, 
the “famous clairvoyante” from T.S. El- 
iot’s The Waste Land — only instead of 
duping clients with made-up readings 
from a trick tarot deck, Moudaber is 
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the real deal. You can’t get more cred 
than having an arrest record for the 
crime of “promoting homosexuality” 
in 2001 Lebanon just from throwing 
a party. And lately, she’s also sought 
spiritual advice of her own, from a 
woman she describes as an “astrolo- 
gist, a medium, a spiritual healer, a 
witch, and all that — a chart reader. 
“It’s a long journey, I guess, but I 
only started a week ago,” Moudaber 
adds. “And the questions that these 
people ask you! You wonder some- 
times: ‘Oh, I never thought of that. 
Long journeys are something of her 
specialty, in that she travels the world 
and barely has time to recuperate in 
her London home. (She sold a house 
in Ibiza not long ago.) That disjunc- 
tion, between spending long periods 
in transit only to stand on your feet 
in one place for equally long periods, 
would probably wear down most peo- 
ple. Apart from trying to “picture the 
universe all the time and speak to my 
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angels,” she doesn’t have much in the 
way of rituals — just vitamins and 
ayurvedic pills to give her oxygen and 
focus for her lengthy sets. 

“Some people have stamina, and 
some people don't,” she says. “It 
depends what drives you to do this 
extensive touring. If you look at it, re- 
ally, you have to be really fucked in the 
head to run away in that manner. So 
this is why I’m looking at myself: What 
am I running away from? Whatever I’m 
running away from is giving me a lot of 
pleasure on the other side, and it’s giv- 
en me a lot of love — which is probably 
what I’m looking for. 

“T guess I’m thriving on that be- 
cause it’s rewarding and probably 
because I think I never had love in my 
life,” she adds, “but that’s another talk 
show.” 

But maybe, just maybe, she’s run- 
ning toward it? 

“Probably, yeah,” she laughs. “There 
you go.” 





Asa DJ, promoter, producer, and 
radio host, the Nigerian-born, Brit- 
ish-Lebanese Moudaber has accrued 
one of the most passionate followings 
of any performer at her scale. And 
on top of flying around the world for 
work, she loves fast cars. She owns 
an Aston-Martin and a few years ago, 
she rented a Ferrari to drive from Los 
Angeles to Palm Springs and back for 
Coachella. More recently, she biked 
around Melbourne with none other 
than Carl Cox for “eight or nine hours.” 

Tirelessness is an appealing trait, 
as much off the dancefloor as on. It’s 
spurred her to launch ELEVEN, a char- 
ity working to eradicate female genital 
mutilation — something 11 girls or 
women undergo every minute, world- 
wide — and to create a International 
Women’s Day playlist populated by in- 
exhaustible figures like Anja Schneider, 
Janelle Monae, and Grimes. It’s a part 
of the seismic shift that’s underway 
in the workplace and more hedonic 
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Self-Possession, Stamina, and Drive

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spaces. 

“T think more women are willing to 
get on this journey more than in the 
past,’ she says. “More girls are ready to 
get on the road and live alone in hotels 
and give the best memories for people 
around the world. You have to want it 
more than anything.” 

And for five hours this Saturday, we 
will be there to receive it.

SAVAGE LOVE \ PARTS AND PARTING

I’m an adult man, and I have developed a trans 
attraction after following a particular Tumblr blog. 
That blog is now gone, sadly, since all adult content 
has been purged from Tumblr. It wasn’t just porn; 

it consisted of all the things I really enjoy—images 
of oil paintings and antique furniture, scenic 
landscapes, wild animals, and then pictures/gifs 

of trans women. Some women appeared to have 

had top surgery while others didn’t. But all of the 
women featured on this blog had penises. I had never 
considered a relationship with a trans woman before, 
but after browsing the blog for a year, I can honestly 
say Id do it in a heartbeat. I would actually like to 
date a non-op trans woman. I know that many trans 
women don't like having their male parts touched 

or acknowledged, but I didn’t know that a trans 
woman can only have a functioning penis if she isn’t 
taking female hormones, and I hadn’t considered 

the effect that might have on somebody's gender 
dysphoria. How can I meet a trans woman who 

is hopefully comfortable with her male parts and 
seeking a relationship? I live in a conservative Bible 
Belt state—Utah—and I am woefully uneducated on 
this subject. 

Girl’s Heart, Man’s Parts 

“My penis and balls aren’t ‘man’s parts,” said 
Bailey Jay, the three-time AVN Award-winning 
transsexual porn star. “They’re mine. I own them. 
Not some random man.” 

In fairness, GHMP, you acknowledge being 
woefully uneducated on trans issues, something 
your letter demonstrated again and again. But 
let’s start here: A trans woman doesn’t have boy 
parts. She has girl parts—unique girl parts, as girl 
parts go, but girl parts just the same. 

“I’m on hormones and my cock works great,” said 
Jay. “Every trans woman is going to be different 
and have different experiences, and that’s the 
best first bit of advice I can give GHMP. We can 
smell it a mile away when we are all being lumped 
in together as a concept. Treat any trans woman 
you re romantically interested in as an individual.” 
As for places to find trans individuals who might 
be up for dating cis men, well, you might want to 
sit down, GHMP, as this is pretty shocking. 

“Tve heard OkCupid is inclusive, and I have 
friends on there whose profiles even help people 
navigate discussing their bodies in a respectful 
way, said Jay. “And finding a trans woman to 
date who hasn't undergone bottom surgery is 
pretty easy. The surgery is expensive and even 
scary to some. It’s not terribly common that a 
trans woman has had that particular surgery.” 
But just because a trans woman hasn’t had 
bottom surgery doesn’t mean she doesn’t want 
bottom surgery, so you shouldn’t assume a trans 
woman with a penis plans to always keep her 
penis. 

“The real question is what her relationship is with 
her current genitals,” said Jay. “Maybe she’s very 
dysphoric about them. Maybe she doesn’t even 
want you to see them or touch them. Even if her 
body is your preference, there’s a chance it isn’t 
hers. I personallv love mv penis and even like 


away can make you seem insensitive or like yo 
dehumanizing your date.” 
Jay recommends looking for trans women on 
mainstream dating apps and then following th 
lead. 
“Now, genitals and curt sexual dialogue are kir 
of my jam,” said Jay, “so I wouldn’t even flinch 
blush. But this can be a very charged subject fc 
people.” 
Look to the profiles of trans women you're 
interested in for cues about their approach to 
personal subjects. One woman might put it all 
out there and welcome questions about her 
experiences as a trans woman; another womar 
might be open about being trans but prefer no 
focus on it. 
“Still, never use genital questions as an 
icebreaker,” said Jay. “You'll know when your 
evening with someone is going well enough th 
there’s a certain amount of trust,” and at that 
point, you may be able to bring it up. 
“And please make sure to talk about both of yo 
bodies,” added Jay. “This isn’t all about if her 
body is right for you. Make sure your body me 
her standards and preferences, too. I always jo 
that cis men should have to disclose as well. Ai 
expectation you find yourself putting on her, s 
the responsibility.”

I'm a 36-year-old trans man in Portlan 
Oregon, and I’ve never been to a gay bar/venue 
while presenting male. I’ve only been once or twic 
years ago when straight friends went to watch dr 
shows and used the gays as entertainment. (Yeah, 
my old life was CIS HET as all fuck.) I have two 
questions: (1) I’ve heard a lot of stories about “gol 
star” gays who shame trans men and blacklist us. 
Any truth to that? Am I welcome in a gay space? ( 
As someone who's never dated/hooked up within 
the gay male culture, any newbie tips? As for wha 
I’m looking for, it’s really just about feeling valida 
and comfortable being in a men’s space. Sure, I’m 
horny as hell and would love nights full of hot ana 
sex, LOL, but I'm cool just starting with finding 1 
swagger. I have no idea how my personality will 
develop around other guys. I have a puppy side, a 
pain-slut side, and a sadistic-top side—and I’m 
super-curious about exploring all my sides!

Focusing on the guys who 
don’t want to fuck you—whether they’ve neve 
slept with a woman (gold star) or just slept wit 
a woman (homoflexible)—is a waste of time ar 
energy. Focus on the guys who do want to fuck 
you. And they’re out there.
